This is a mystery coin that should not have any reason to exist. It is, however, undoubtedly a genuine, contemporary issue, purportedly from 
the most important Iranian mint under al-Ma’mun’s control at a time when the only other mint striking coins in the name of al-Amin was 
Madinat al-Salam. There is only one other reverse similar to this, which is found ona dirham of Ma’dan Bajunays 195h (Lowick 924). Lowick 
does not record any dirham of al-Muhammadiya 197 with six single annulets, as is found on the obverse of this coin. It is therefore unlikely 
that this piece is an accidental muling of two incompatible dies, but rather that it was a deliberate creation intended for propaganda on behalf 
of al-Amin, the son of Zubayda, to undermine the authority of his half-brother, her stepson al-Ma’mun, in a town which was securely under 
the latter’s control. Where it was actually struck is unknown, but the cataloguer believes that it may have come from a North African mint.

‘Umara. The name ‘Umara is clear on this coin, but it appears to be missing or illegible on Lowick’s piece and the name of his father cannot 
be read on either coin with any degree of certainty.
